TEXTING FOR HELP 

CRISIS HOTLINE USES SOFTWARE TO HELP CONNECT TEXTERS WITH LOCAL RESOURCES

The text message to a DoSome 
thing.org staffer read: “He won’t 
stop raping me. He told me not to 
tell anyone.” 

Those words quickly made their 
way to Nancy Lublin, the CEO of 
the New York City-based youth 
empowerment group, which runs 
do-good campaigns by text, such as 
initiatives for gender-neutral bath- 
rooms and sharing tips to prevent 
texting while driving. 

Lublin’s staff had received a few 
messages— concerns about bully- 
ing and the like— unrelated to their 
campaigns, but “that one message 
stopped me in my tracks,” Lublin 
said. “It was like being punched in

the stomach. The first rule of mar- 
keting and sales is: Go where de- 
mand is. People want this by text. 
We should be supplying crisis coun- 


seling by text.” 

That week, Lublin started build- 
ing Crisis Text Line, a national 24/7 
text number— 741741— available to 
everyone but mostly used by teens. 
It went live two years later in 2013 in 
Chicago and El Paso, Texas. 

Chicago was chosen because of 
the influence of an early funder, the 
Chicago-based MacArthur Founda- 
tion. 

Within four months, the line had 
been contacted by cellphones from 
every area code in America. The or- 
ganization was expected to surpass 
7 million messages by July, and Lub- 
lin now needs more counselors. 

If a texter is in immediate danger, 
a supervisor, who is a licensed social 


worker or mental health profession- 
al, is involved and police are called. 
The line handles an average of 
2.5 “active rescues” per day 

Algorithms and other software 
help counselors more quickly iden- 
tify the root problem and get teens 
connected with local resources. 

Given that the line tracks every 
word exchanged, Lublin is sitting 
on a growing trove of mental health 
data accessible at crisistrends.org, 
which is becoming robust enough 
that Lublin hopes it will soon be 
used to influence how schools, hos- 
pitals and law enforcement allocate 
resources.

THAN EVER 

WOMEN’S SOCCER THRIVING BUT HAS ROOM TO GROW

Although the next Women’s World Cup is 
now four years away the sport appears to be 
in great shape. More girls and women than 
ever are participating at the high school and 
college levels, and the best have a chance to 
play professionally 

Soccer recently surpassed softball as the 
third-most-popular team sport for high 
school girls, and according to analysis by 
the ESPN website FiveThirtyEight, it could 
reach the top spot in the next decade. 

The U.S. women’s high-profile run this 
summer will help drive that growth even 
more, some said. But people in the sport say 
there is room for improvement. 

“We have the top team in the top league 
in the top sport in the world,” said Arnim 


Whisler, owner of the Chicago Red Stars pro 
women’s soccer team, which has four players 
who are also on the U.S. national team: Shan- 
non Boxx, Lori Chalupny, Julie Johnston and 
Christen Press. ‘And because of lack of media, 
few in Chicago know.” 

Here is how some in the game assess the 
state of women’s soccer: 

College 

Women’s college soccer is thriving. According 
to NCAA figures, the number of women’s col- 
lege teams has increased 7 percent since 2007, 
while the number of players has soared by 
1 6 percent. 

“You see an incredible amount of parity 
in the college game now that maybe wasn’t 
present 10 years ago,” said DePaul coach Erin 
Chastain, sister-in-law of Brandi Chastain, a 


star player on the 1999 U.S. team. “We’ve had 
several international players come over from 
England and Canada to come be a part of col- 
legiate soccer, and I think their experiences 
have been wonderful.” 

But Illinois State coach Eric Golz said the 
higher echelons of women’s soccer need more 
support from those who are already part of 
the game. 

“It’s a combination of grassroots support, 
from the girls playing to the parents attend- 
ing more matches on a consistent basis, both 
professional and collegiate matches,” he said. 
“... And as numbers increase in attendance, 
more corporate dollars are contributed and 
excitement tends to grow” 

Professional 

The Red Stars are part of the National Wom- 
en’s Soccer League, the third attempt at get- 
ting a pro women’s soccer organization off 
the ground since 2001. They play at Benedic- 
tine University’s 3,0 00 -seat sports complex 
in Lisle, and their salaries— ranging from 
$6,000 to $35,000— are equally modest. 

Whisler said the promise of a pro career 
has partly driven the increase in girls’ partici- 
pation. But he added that a lack of media in- 
terest has hindered the league’s development. 

That said, the team plans to make the most

of its World Cup connection once its stars re- 
turn for a July 18 home game: A team spokes- 
woman said 90 percent of the seats for that 
game had been sold. 

“It’s so important for girls to have profes- 
sional sports to be inspired to play for,” said 
defender Taryn Hemmings, who also plays in 
Denmark and Australia. “The more we can 
get women’s soccer out there, the better.”

BURST OF VIOLENCE 


Three killed, 27 wounded 
over eight-hour period

After a relatively quiet start to the Fourth of 
July weekend in Chicago, a burst of gun vio- 
lence left three people dead and 27 wounded 
in just eight hours, including a 7-year-old boy 
killed after returning from a celebration. 

“It’s crazy” said Vedia Hailey the grand- 
mother of the boy Amari Brown. “Who would 
shoot a 7-year-old in the chest? Who would do 
that to a baby? When is it going to stop?” 

From 9:20 p.m Saturday until 4:45 a.m. 
Sunday 30 people were shot across Chicago, 
three of them fatally, including Amari. 

The other people who were shot included 


a 16 -year-old boy and a 15-year-old girl hit 
shortly after midnight as they walked in Old 
Town and a 19 -year-old man shot around 
10 p.m. Saturday as two groups fought near 
Navy Pier after the fireworks display 

Several of the shootings across the city 
involved multiple victims: Four people shot 
in one incident in Austin, three shot in Al- 
bany Park, and two victims in shootings in 
the West Chesterfield, Humboldt Park, Old 
Town and Fuller Park neighborhoods. 

The worst burst of violence last Fourth 
of July in the city occurred during a 13-hour 
stretch from Sunday afternoon through early 
Monday morning: four dead and 26 wounded. 

As of Sunday afternoon this holiday week- 
end in Chicago, seven people have been killed 
and 41 people wounded by gun violence. Last 
year, the toll was 82 people shot in 84 hours. 


Sixteen of them died. 

Chicago police this year required thou- 
sands of officers to work extended shifts from 
July 3 through July 6, according to a memo ob- 
tained by the Chicago Tribune. 

Certain patrol officers could work up to 
four extra hours per shift, from 8V2 hours to 
12V2 hours, the memo reportedly states. 

Last year’s Fourth of July violence drew a 
national media spotlight after 16 people were 
killed over the long weekend. 

Police stepped up overtime then as well, 
and officers who usually wore plainclothes 
were ordered to work in uniform to increase 
police visibility 

Holidays and hot weather both historically 
have been correlated with an increase in vio- 
lent crime, experts have told RedEye. 

People are outside, they’re out of their nor- 


mal routines, and they tend to drink more— 
all of which can lead to more opportunity for 
violence, said Dr. Ellen G. Cohn, a criminolo- 
gist at Florida International University in an 
interview with RedEye earlier this year. 

“The holidays that affect your routine ac- 
tivities are more likely to have an effect on 
crime,” she said. “It’s basically times when 
people’s behaviors are disrupted, people 
drink a lot more, and it’s hot.” 

Shootings and homicides both are up 
this year over 2014, according to CPD data 
and RedEye records. Shootings alone are up 
20 percent over last year, police have said. In 
the first six months of this year, 216 homicides 
were reported; from January through June of 
2014, 189 people were killed citywide, accord- 
ing to a RedEye analysis of police data.

‘You took him from me* 


Family members mourn 
boy, 7, killed Saturday

At first, Antonio Brown thought the shots that 
killed his 7-year-old son were just more fire- 
works. But then people started yelling, “They 
shot your son,” and he saw Amari collapsed on 
the ground. 

“He was just down. He wasn’t crying, he was 
speaking. ‘Daddy Daddy’ ” Brown said Sunday, 
sitting around the corner from where his son 
was shot hours before in Humboldt Park and 
wearing clothes stained with the boy’s blood. 

Brown said a friend drove him and Amari 
to the hospital. “I picked him up and put him 
in the car. I was in the back seat, I was talking 
to him the whole time. I was like, ‘You cool, I 
know you cool.’ ” 

“Yeah, I’m cool. I’m cool,” Amari answered, 
according to Brown. 

Amari had stopped talking by the time they 
arrived at Stroger Hospital, and Brown handed 
him to the doctors and nurses. 

Brown paced the hallway at Stroger Hospital 
as the doctors worked on Amari. Just outside, 
the boy’s mother, Amber Hailey collapsed in a 
ball, her knees on the ground, an arm raised in 
prayer. 

“You took him from me,” she said, sounding 
as if someone had punched her in the stomach. 

About 40 minutes later, a doctor came out 
and said Amari was dead. 

Recounting the shooting at his home in the 
1100 block of West Harding Street, Brown said 
he had seen so much of himself in the boy 

“It was just me all over again,” Brown said. 
“That’s me all over again.” 

But police had little sympathy for Brown on 
Sunday 

Chicago police Superintendent Garry Mc- 


Carthy said Brown is a “ranking gang member” 
and is believed to have been the intended target. 

Amari was killed by a “bullet meant for his 
father,” McCarthy said at a news conference to 
address the Fourth of July violence. 

Brown has a record of 45 arrests on charges 
including drug possession, burglary, trespass- 
ing and gun possession. 

He had been arrested on a gun possession 
charge as recently as April and was released the 
next day “If Mr. Brown is in custody his son is 
alive,” McCarthy said. 

Police sources said Brown was being unco- 
operative. 

The shooting happened shortly before mid- 
night and also wounded a 26 -year-old woman, 
whose condition was stabilized at Stroger Hos- 
pital, according to Officer Ron Gaines, a police 
spokesman. 

No one was in custody Sunday, and police 
had released no description of the gunman. 

Later Sunday the family gathered at the 
scene of the shooting and pleaded for the vio- 
lence to stop. 

“This time it was my little cousin. Next 
time it could be yours. Yours. Or yours,” said 
Michael Singleton, pointing into the crowd. 
“There has to come a point in this city where 
this stops. He was 7 years old. There’s not 
much a 7-year-old can do to anybody 

‘At some point we have a decision in this city 
that this type of violence has to stop,” he con- 
tinued. ‘And until that happens, all of y * all will 
be back out here next week on another corner 
filming the same thing from somebody else 
saying exactly what I’m saying.” 

The Rev Ira Acree, a pastor from the West 
Side, said a $1,000 reward was being offered 
for any information about the gunman. 

“We must get this person off the streets,” he 
said. “That person is a coward to take this in- 
nocent life.”w
